DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-37 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 12-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Specifically, the claims are directed toward a 
computer software product per se. Such claimed computer software product does not 
define any structural and functional interrelationships between the software and 
hardware components that permit the computer software program's functionalities to be 
realized. For example, to an extent a program written on a piece of paper may also 
constitute the claimed computer software product (see MPEM $2106). 

3. Claims 4-12, 16-25 and 29-37 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 (c) as being 
in improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other 
multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been 
further treated on the merits. 
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4. The specification is objected to because the entire content is not further 
partitioned to include sections as required by 37 CFR 1.77(b). 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because Figure 1 fails to 
show English legend s as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is 
essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the 
drawing. MPEP 608.02(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

7. Claims 1-3, 13-15 and 26-28 are rejected under USC 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Wagner [U.S. Pat. No. 6085224]. 

8. As to claims 1-3, 13-15 and 26-28, Wagner teaches the invention as claimed 
including administering cookies [Abstract; col.2, line 54 - col. 3, line 14] in an Internet 
client-server system in which cookies are detected via a browser-independent program 
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[col. 3, line 5-8; col.4, lines 4-9], while allowing the user to determine whether to prohibit 
the cookies from being returned to the servers [Fig. 6] from which the cookies are 
delivered by configurable evaluation criteria in the client computer [e.g., Step D, Fig. 2] 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure: 

Makarios et al. [U.S. Pat. No. 6401125].
